Claim 28, line 1 , the term "method of claim 28" has been replaced by -the 
method of claim 27-- in order to correct the dependency. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach a method of using Earth mantle substance to produce hydrogen as 
specifically called for in the claims. 

Particularly, Wesley (US 4345650) teaches a method that uses electrical energy 
in mantle substance for production of hydrocarbons. The reference fails to teach 
forming a reaction cavity, applying water to interact with intermetallic compounds 
causing a reaction to release hydrogen as specifically called for in the claimed 
invention.
